The circular charged “that you had accepted a large contribu­ 
tion from the Waggoner interests.’' In your speech you admitted 
that $500.00 was contributed by them and spent in your behalf, but 
that you did not know about it until after you made your report. 


Was that charge “false and untrue?” 
The circular charged, that you made a speech to Decatur citi­ 
zens, in regard to awarding Decatur a postoffice bldg, in which you 
said, “what Decatur lacked in postal receipts they have made up in 
votes.” Mr. Clay C. Lusk makes affidavit that he heard you make 
this statement and 50 to 75 other Decatur citizens will testify if 
need be, that they were present and heard it- 
Was this affidavit and statem ent “false and untrue”? 
The circular charged that a young man in Cook County stated 
that he was working for you “because you had promised him an 
appointment to West Point.” 
You admitted that you had recommended a young man, who was 
the son of a Republican rural route carrier, but that you did not 
know he was a republican till after recommendation. 


Was this statement true or false? 
Was the statement true or false that you apologized to the 
house of representatives to keep down impeachment charges be­ 
cause you were voting both your own voting machine and that of 
your desk mate, Mr. Greer? 


And so on into the night. 
We hoped the congressman would tell us something about the 
one million five hundred thousan d dollar veteran’s hospital that 
his friends have been telling us that he was going to build at De­ 
catur, or the beautiful and expensive water works he is going to 
give Rhome, but he was so busy defending himself from Gossett’s 
circular and abusing Gossett fin- going to the expense of print­ 
ing and mailing it, that he forgot to tell us about the expenditure 
of a few paltry millions in our midst, and also forgot to tell why 
and how he, under date of June 16th, printed in the Congressional 
Record his speech, in answer to a speech made by Ed Gossett on 
June 29th, and by virtue of what authority he spent our money in 
franking this speech to us. Faith, and upon what meat do che 
ceasars feed, when they make us bear their campaign expenses?
